VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1900, 
there  were  registered  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon 
Hull,  according  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrars, 
7820  Births  and  4610  Deaths.  Of  the  Births,  4077  were  males 
and  3743  females. 

The  Birth-rate  was  equal  to  32’ 7  per  1000  of  a  population 
of  238736  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated  population  to  the 
middle  of  1900,  residing  in  59,730  houses,  this  being  an  average 
of  3'9  persons  to  each  inhabited  house.  The  average  Birth¬ 
rate  for  the  thirty-three  great  towns  was  29 '4  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  in  1900,  representing 
the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  3210,  against  3519 
and  3555  in  the  years  1899  and  1898  respectively. 

The  average  density  of  population  per  acre  in  1900  was 
25'9.  The  average  density  of  the  thirty-three  largest  towns  in 
England  was  33‘8  per  acre. 

The  annual  rateable  value  of  the  City  in  1900-1901  was 
£956,519.

The  annual  Death-rate  from  all  causes  for  the  year  under 
notice  was  equal  to  19'2  per  1000,  namely  : — 

1st  quarter.  2nd  quarter.  3rd  quarter.  4th  quarter. 
22*3  16*4.  20-5  17*8 

Of  the  Deaths,  2477  were  males  and  2133  females. 

The  Death-rate,  according  to  the  Registrar-General’s 
returns  for  thirty-three  of  the  largest  towns  in  England  and 
Wales,  including  London,  averaged  19‘5  per  1000  per  annum, 
and  ranged  from  25'7  in  Liverpool,  25‘1  in  Salford,  24‘1  in 
Manchester  and  24'0  in  Preston.

The  Infantile  Mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  183  per 
1000.  For  the  thirty-three  most  populous  towns  in  England 
and  Wales,  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  births 
registered,  averaged  172  per  1000.

During  the  year  1900  the  number  of  marriages  registered 
in  the  City  was  2107,  as  against  2060  in  1899,  2160  in  1898, 
and  2202  in  1897.  The  marriages  were  distributed  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  First  quarter,  410  ; 
second  quarter,  544 ;  third  quarter,  554 ;  fourth  quarter,  599. 

The  marriage  rate,  i.e.,  persons  married  to  1000 
inhabitants,  was  17'6  in  1900  as  against  17*5  in  1899,  18*6  in 
1898,  and  19*5  in  1897. 

The  marriage  rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  16 '0  per 
1000,  compared  with  16'5  in  1899,  18’7  in  1898,  and  16’0  in 
1897.

Specific  Febrile,  or  Zymotic  Diseases. 

This  class  of  diseases  accounted  for  753  deaths,  as 
against  821  in  the  year  1899  and  636  in  the  year  1898,  the 
death-rate  for  1900  being  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  mortality 
of  3T  per  1000  persons  living. 

Seven  Principal  Zymotic. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-four  deaths  have  been  recorded 
from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  ;  a  mortality  at  the 
rate  of  3*0  per  1000  of  the  population,  and  distributed  over 
the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows  : — First  quarter,  101  ; 
second  quarter,  97  ;  third  quarter,  402  ;  and  fourth  quarter, 
124  respectively. 

The  average  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal 
Zymotics  for  the  past  20  years  was  565. 


The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  daring  the  year  1900 
in  the  thirty-three  great  towns,  including  London,  averaged 
2*50  of  their  estimated  population.  The  highest  aggregate 
death-rates  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  above 
enumerated  were  4*37  in  Preston,  4’33  in  Sheffield,  3’98  in 
Salford,  and  3*65  in  Wolverhampton.

No.  10. — Beturns  made  by  the  Vaccination  Officers  of  the  Hull  and  Sculcoates  Unions  respecting 
the  VACCINATION  of  CHILDBEN  whose  births  were  Begistered  during  the  year  1899. 
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One  of  these  cases  had  Small  Pox  previous  to  Vaccination. 
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Small  Pox. 

Seventeen  deaths  have  occurred  amongst  the  City 
population  from  Small  Pox  during  the  year  1900.  The  average 
death-rate  from  Small  Pox  for  the  thirty-three  great  towns  was 
0'00  per  1000  per  annum.  The  average  number  of  deaths 
from  Small  Pox  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years 
was  12  per  annum. 

There  were  80  houses  attacked,  each  house,  after 
removal  of  the  patient,  being  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
officials,  and,  in  such  cases  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
directed,  all  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  were  destroyed  and  the 
owners  compensated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

In  these  80  houses  there  resided  435  inhabitants,  of 
which  number  190  were  re-vaccinated,  either  by  the  medical 
practitioner  in  attendance  or  by  the  Public  Vaccinator  of  the 
district. 

Of  the  104  persons  attacked  and  admitted  into  Hospital, 
77  had  been  primarily  vaccinated  and  27  showed  no  evidence  of 
vaccination. 

Of  the  77  vaccinated  persons  3  died,  equal  to  a  fatality 
of  3*8  per  cent.  ;  of  the  unvaccinated  10  died,  equal  to  a 
fatality  of  37*0  per  cent. 

The  total  fatality  was  equal  to  12*5  per  cent,  of  the 
persons  attacked. 

Of  the  104  cases,  57  were  males  and  47  females. 

Of  the  children  who  were  attacked,  14  were  under  ten 
years  of  age,  of  whom  2  were  vaccinated,  whilst  12  shewed  no 
evidence  of  vaccination. 

Evan  Fraser  Hospital. 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  into  this 
hospital  suffering  from  Small  Pox  was  104.  The  greatest 
number  admitted  during  one  week  during  the  same  period  was 


15  for  the  week  ended  January  13th,  and  the  highest  number 
admitted  on  any  one  day  was  5  on  January  8th.

All  known  cases  of  Small  Pox  occurring  in  1900,  were 
removed  and  treated  in  Hospital. 

Amongst  the  vaccinated  children  there  was  no  mortality, 
whilst  of  the  unvaccinated  children  under  10  years  of  age  25% 
died. 

Amongst  the  unvaccinated  are  included  those  who  had 
never  submitted  to  vaccination,  those  who  mav  have  submitted 
but  on  whom  no  evidence  of  vaccination  w7as  visible,  and  those 
who  were  only  vaccinated  during  the  incubation  period  of  their 
attack  of  Small  Pox. 

Note. — This  return  does  not  include  the  deaths  of  five 
persons  admitted  in  December.  1899,  and  who  died  in  1900. 

The  above  statistics  refer  only  to  the  104  patients  admitted  in 
1900. 

During  the  epidemic,  ministers  of  various  denominations 
visited  the  Hospital,  whose  visits  and  ministrations  were  highly 
appreciated  by  the  patients.

As  stated  in  my  report  for  1899,  10  persons  suffering 
from  Small  Pox  died  at  their  homes,  they  being  too  dangerously 
ill  to  be  removed,  whilst  29  cases,  owing  to  various  circum¬ 
stances — some  being  sufficiently  isolated  and  others  of  a 
doubtful  nature — were  treated  at  home. 

I  append  a  statement  giving  particulars  of  the  total 
number  of  Small  Pox  patients  admitted  into  Hospital,  and 
fatalities  from  the  commencement  to  the  termination  of  the 
outbreak. 

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of 
cases  was  904,  of  which  748  were  vaccinated  and  156  showed 
“  no  evidence  of  vaccination  from  marks.”  Of  the  former 
77  died,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  10*2%.  Of  the  unvaccinated 
cases  76  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality  of  48*7%.  The 
total  deaths  amounted  to  153,  which  gives  a  percentage  case 
fatality  of  16*9. 

It  will  also  be  observed  that  only  20  vaccinated  children 
under  10  years  of  age  were  attacked  with  Small  Pox,  and  of 
this  number  not  a  single  case  proved  fatal ;  whilst  60  children 
showing  no  evidence  of  vaccination  were  attacked,  and  27 
succumbed  to  the  disease,  representing  a  fatality  of  45  per  cent, 
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Statement  Shewing  the  Age  of  Patients  Tee  ate  i>  in  Hospital  and.  Fatalities  in  Two  Classes: 

Vaccinated,  and  no  Evidence  of  Vaccination  feom  Maees. 
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Garrison  Hospital. 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  1899,  the  last  patients  were 
discharged  from  this  hospital  on  the  22nd  December,  1899. 
The  hospital  buildings,  after  being  thoroughly  fumigated  with 
sulphur  di-oxide  and  the  walls  washed  with  perchloride  of 
mercury  (strength  1  in  1000),  were  destroyed  by  fire  on  the 
morning  of  the  29th  April,  1900,  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  Fire  Brigade.  Those  workmen  engaged  in  the  demolition 
previous  to  its  being  fired  had  previously  suffered  from  Small 
Pox,  or  had  recently  undergone  re-vaccination,  and  were 
housed  during  that  period  in  a  portion  of  the  hospital  buildings, 
and  on  completion  of  their  work  were  removed  to  the  Disin¬ 
fecting  Station  for  bathing  and  disinfection  of  their  clothes 
previous  to  their  returning  home.  It  was  noted  that  no  spread 
of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood  during  the  process, 
neither  were  any  of  the  persons  engaged  attacked  with  the 
disease. 

Shelter  and  Temporary  Disinfecting  Station. 

A  number  of  families  and  those  who  had  been  exposed 
to  infection  of  Small  Pox  were  removed  to  the  shelter  for 
bathing  and  disinfection  whilst  their  homes  were  undergoing 
disinfection  by  the  Sanitary  Officials. 

The  new  Disinfecting  Station,  replete  with  every  modern 
appliance,  and  which  is  now  about  completed,  will  afford 
additional  accommodation  for  the  removal  and  isolation  of 
families  and  ships’  crews,  whilst  infected  houses  or  ships  are 
being  fumigated. 

Scarlatina. 

Forty-two  deaths  have  been  reported  from  Scarlatina 
during  the  year,  being  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  0T7  per  1000 
per  annum  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  average  death-rate  from  Scarlatina  for  the  thirty- 
three  great  towns  was  0'13  per  1000  per  annum.  The  deaths 
from  Scarlatina  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows,  namely  : — First  quarter,  7  ;  second  quarter, 
9 ;  third  quarter,  13 ;  fourth  quarter,  13,  respectively. 
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The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlatina  in  the 
City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  83  per  annum. 

Measles. 

Measles  accounted  for  130  deaths  in  1900,  as  against  11*2 
deaths  in  1899  and  79  in  1898.  The  death-rate  from  Measles 
was  equal  to  0‘ 54  per  1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  average  death-rate  from  Measles  for  the 
thirty-three  great  towns  was  0*43  per  annum.  The  deaths 
from  Measles  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the 
year  as  follows,  namely  : — -First  quarter,  51  ;  second  quarter, 
52 ;  third  quarter,  13  ;  fourth  quarter,  14,  respectively.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  from  Measles  in  the  City  during  the 
past  twenty  years  was  80  per  annum. 

Diphtheria, 

There  have  been  15  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  as  against 
23  in  1899  and  10  in  1898.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0'06 
per  1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Diphtheria 
for  the  thirty-three  great  towns  was  0’35  per  annum.  The 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows,  namely  : — First  quarter,  3 ;  second 
quarter,  6 ;  third  quarter,  2  ;  fourth  quarter,  4.  The  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  City  during  the  past 
twenty  years  was  15  per  annum. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  occasioned  68  deaths,  as  against  132  in 
1899  and  67  in  1898.  The  death-rate  was  equal  to  0'28  per 
1000  per  annum.  The  average  mortality  from  Whooping 
Cough  for  the  thirty-three  great  towns  was  0’45  per  annum. 
The  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  distributed  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows,  namely: — First  quarter, 
13;  second  quarter,  13;  third  quarter,  13;  fourth  quarter,  29, 
respectively.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  77  per 
•  annum. 
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Fever. 

This  term  embraces  the  three  forms— -Typhus,  Typhoid, 
and  Simple  Continued  Fever — and  caused  48  deaths,  being  at 
the  rate  of  0’20  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  The 
average  mortality  from  Fever  for  the  thirty-three  great  towns 
was  0  20  per  annum.  The  deaths  were  distributed  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows,  namely First  quarter,  6  ; 
second  quarter,  10;  third  quarter,  15 ;  fourth  quarter,  17, 
respectively.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  Fever  in 
the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  48  per  annum.

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Diarrhoea. 

Diarrhoea  occasioned  404  deaths,  a  mortality  of  P69  per 
1000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  The  average 
mortality  from  Diarrhoea  for  the  thirty-three  great  towns  was 
0  94  per  annum.  The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were  distributed 
over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  follows,  namely  : — First 
quarter,  4 ;  second  quarter,  7  ;  third  quarter,  341  ;  fourth 
quarter,  52,  respectively.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea  in  the  City  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  247 
per  annum.  The  highest  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  in  the 
thirty-three  great  towns  was  1*68  in  Hull,  167  in  Preston, 
1*52  in  Sheffield,  and  1’44  in  Liverpool. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Of  404  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  322  were  children,  aged 
one  year  and  under,  and  of  this  latter  number  277  died  in  the 
autumnal  quarter,  227  of  which  were  bottle-fed  or  had  received 
a  mixed  diet,  and  50  only  had  been  breast-fed. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  : — 

The  increase  in  the  death-rate  of  this  City  during  the 
Autumnal  quarter  of  the  current  year  has  been  due  to 
Diarrhoea,  which  is  always  prevalent  more  or  less  during  the 
period  named. 

The  highest  mortality  in  any  given  period  was  for  the 
weeks  ending  the  1st  and  8th  September,  the  death-rate  in  the 
various  registration  sub-districts  varying  from  1‘6  to  12*4  per 
1000,  the  greatest  mortality  for  the  three  months  being  in  the 
districts  of  Newington,  Humber  and  Myton,  the  death-rates 
being  2' 2,  1'7  and  1*5  per  1000  respectively. 

Diarrhoea  has  been  more  fatal  amongst  children  between 
the  ages  of  three  and  eight  months,  and  has  been  greater 
amongst  males  than  females — (Table  A).  The  duration  of 
illness  has  been  from  six  to  eight  days. 

During  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year,  the 
general  and  zymotic  death-rates  were  below  the  average  of  the 
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thirty-three  large  towns,  as  is  shewn  in  Table  C.  Daring  the 
third  quarter,  however,  the  general  and  zymotic  death-rate  was 
above  the  average. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  (341)  from  Diarrhoea,  291 
were  infants  who  had  been  bottle-fed,  or  who  had  received 
mixed  diets.  Fifty  only  had  received  their  maternal  nourish¬ 
ment — {Table  A). 

The  artificial  feeding  of  children,  the  storage  of  milk  and 
food  in  improper  places  and  its  contamination  by  flies,  the 
pollution  of  soil  either  with  vegetable  or  animal  matter,  are  all 
factors  which  increase  the  prevalence  of,  and  mortality  from, 
Diarrhoea. 

I  would  also  respectfully  point  out  the  question  of 
sanitary  conveniences  in  the  City. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  occurred 
in  four-roomed  houses ;  and  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  number 
of  houses  wherein  such  deaths  happened,  315  are  provided  with 
privies,  whilst  only  some  25  are  water  closet  dwellings. 

In  Hull  there  are  some  56,061  houses,  and  their  sanitary 
conveniences  are  made  up  as  follows  :  Privies,  19,430  ;  water- 
closets,  10,025.  Of  the  houses  provided  with  privies,  some 
36,000  are  either  unprovided  with  backways  or  the  privies  are 
situated  within  six  feet  of  the  doors  or  windows  of  the 
dwellings,  which,  especially  in  the  more  crowded  neigh¬ 
bourhoods,  must  be  a  nuisance  and  a  source  of  danger  to 
health  of  the  inhabitants. 

It  has  been  generally  observed  that  Infantile  Diarrhoea 
has  always  been  more  prevalent  in  crowded  populations.  Over¬ 
crowding,  insufficient  ventilation  of  dwellings,  together  with 
privy  middens,  foul  cesspools,  filthy  accumulation  of  refuse 
and  a  want  of  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  the  community  are 
usually  associated  with  the  existence  of  Diarrhoea  and  its 
fatality. 

It  has  also  been  noticed  that  meteorological  conditions 
have  an  important  bearing  upon  the  prevalence  of  epidemic 
diarrhoea.  It  is  the  temperature  of  the  earth  which  governs 
the  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  rather  than  that  of  the  air.

Measles— 
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During  the  fortnights  ending  1st  and  15th  September, 
which  shewed  the  highest  mortality  from  Diarrhoea  in  the  City, 
the  earth  thermometer  registered  57°  5'  and  55°  2'  respectively. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  occurs  more  or  less  every  year,  and 
the  intensity  varies  with  the  change  of  temperature  and  rainfall. 

The  weather  during  the  Autumnal  Quarter,  for  the  most 
part,  was  fine,  bright  and  warm  in  July  and  September,  but 
dull  and  wet  in  August.  The  mean  daily  temperature  of  the 
earth  was  generally  below  its  average  from  the  1st  to  the  8th 
July,  but  above  it  during  the  remainder  of  the  month.  The 
weather  was  remarkably  hot  from  the  10th  to  the  27th. 

The  temperature  fell  below  the  average  from  the  1st  to 
the  11th  August,  and  above  it  from  the  12th  to  the  21st,  after 
which  it  was  above  the  average  until  the  end  of  the  quarter, 
except  for  a  short  period  extending  from  the  11th  to  the  13th 
September. 

The  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  at  Greenwich  was 
29'861  inches,  being  0’66  of  an  inch  above  the  average  reading 
in  the  third  quarters  of  59  years ;  the  mean  reading  was  above 
the  average  in  each  month  of  the  quarters,  the  excess  being 
*042  of  an  inch  in  July,  *005  of  an  inch  in  August,  and  T51  of 
an  inch  in  September.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  was 
61  °  8',  which  is  2°  0'  above  the  average  in  the  third  quarters  of 
129  years. 

The  amount  of  rain  measured  during  the  quarter  at  the 
Royal  Observatory  was  4*58  inches,  which  is  2’61  inches 
below  the  average  in  the  third  quarters  of  85  years.  The 
amount  was  below  the  average  in  each  month  of  the  quarter, 
the  deficiency  being  1T2  inch  in  July,  031  inch  in  August,  and 
1*18  inch  in  September. 

PRECAUTION  ADOPTED. 

Printed  instructions  containing  precautions  to  be  adopted 
have  been  freely  distributed  throughout  the  City.  Early  noti¬ 
fication  of  all  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  have  been  received  ;  imme¬ 
diate  investigation  has  been  made  of  each  case ;  an  inspection 
of  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  each  house  has  been  made ; 
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courts  have  been  cleansed  and  limewashed,  and,  where  necessary, 
the  subsidiary  drains  have  been  flushed;  there  has  been  a 
bi-weekly  collection  of  excreta  (in  Myton  registration  sub-district) 
and  dry  dust  in  the  more  crowded  neighbourhoods ;  printed 
instructions  against  undue  accumulations  of  refuse  have  been 
distributed ;  there  has  been  a  liberal  use  of  disinfectants  in 
connection  with  the  collection  of  excreta  and  dry-dust,  and 
a  gratuitous  distribution  of  disinfectants  in  all  cases  of 
Diarrhoea  and  other  infectious  diseases. 

With  a  view  to  the  better  classification  of  Diarrhoea,  the 
following  letter  was  addressed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  City  :  — 

“  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Department, 

Town  Hall,  Hull, 

.  24th  August,  1900.  :: 

My  dear  Sir, 

Diarrhoea. 

During  the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea  at  this  period  of 
the  year,  I  would  respectfully  ask  you  to  assist  me  in 
endeavouring  to  promote  uniformity  in  the  certification 
and  classification  of  Diarrhoea  deaths. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  have  authorised  the 
use  of  the  term  ‘  Epidemic  Enteritis,’  or,  if  preferred  by 
the  practitioner,  ‘  Zymotic  Enteritis,’  as  a  synonym  of 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  and  they  urge  the  entire  disuse  as 
synonyms  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  in  Medical  certificates 
of  death  of  such  terms  as  ‘  Gastro  Enteritis,’  ‘  Muco 
Enteritis,’  ‘  Gastric  Catarrh,’  &c. 

In  future  the  only  authorised  names  to  be  used  in 
certifying  deaths  from  this  disease  are  ‘  Epidemic 
Enteritis,’  ‘  Zymotic  Enteritis,’  or  ‘  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,’ 
whilst  all  other  terms  are  to  be  entirely  discarded. 

It  is  desirable  that  all  Medical  men  should  strictly 
adhere  to  this  authoritative  decision  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians. 

I  would,  therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
and  myself,  ask  for  your  cordial  assistance  in  this  matter, 
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in  order  that  vve  may  have  a  uniform  classification  of 
deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  this  City.

Precautions  against  Diarrhoea. 

Diarrhoea  in  its  early  stage  can,  under  proper  treatment, 
be  speedily  cured.  Delay  in  appropriate  treatment  often 
converts  an  easily-managed  ailment  into  a  dangerous  and 
perhaps  fatal  attack,  therefore  medical  treatment  should  be 
sought  at  once. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  water  for  drinking  purposes 
should  be  boiled. 

The  foods  not  liable  to  ferment  are  bread,  farinaceous 
foods,  milk  (which  should  be  boiled),  rice,  together  with  fresh 
beef,  mutton  and  fish.  No  meat  which  is  tainted,  or  vegetables 
and  fruit  commencing  to  decay,  should  be  eaten.  All  food 
should  be  kept  in  a  clean,  dry  and  cool  place. 

Proper  Feeding  of  Infants. 

A  great  majority  of  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  are 
children  aged  one  year  and  under,  of  which  a  large  number  are 
bottle  fed.  *  '  ~  - 

The  only  safe  food  for  infants  is  their  mother’s  milk, 
next  to  this  I  would  recommend  the  milk  of  the  cow.  The 
cow’s  milk  should  be  boiled,  and  given  with  the  addition  of  a 
tablespoonful  of  lime-water  to  every  bottleful  of  milk,  and  this, 
unmixed  with  any  other  substance,  should  be  the  only  food 
of  infants  who  have  not  cut  their  teeth. 

The  form  of  the  bottle  should  be  the  old-fashioned  boat- 
shape,  with  the  teat  only.  The  tube,  having  a  tendency  to 
become  dirty,  should  be  dispensed  with. 

The  cleansing  of  the  bottle  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 
After  every  feed  the  bottle  and  teat  should  be  steeped  in  cold 
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water,  to  which  has  been  added  a  little  carbonate  of  soda,  and 
afterwards  scalded  wdth  boiling  water. 

The  home  should  be  well  ventilated  and  kept  scrupulously 
clean,  the  privies,  sinks  and  ash-pits  regularly  and  properly 
cleansed  and  disinfected.  Nuisances  arising  from  any  of  these 
causes  should  be  at  once  reported  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
Town  Hall. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  of  charge  on  application 
to  the  Sanitary  Office,  Lowgate.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  care  of  parents  in  the  proper  feeding  of  infants  ;  the 
substitution  of  the  water  carriage  system  for  the  privy  ;  the 
regular  periodical  removal  and  cremation  of  all  accumulations 
of  refuse  from  waste  lands  or  crowded  courts  ;  the  prevention  of 
overcrowding;  remedying  of  sanitary  defects;  the  continuance 
of  the  closing  of  all  insanitary  property ;  and  the  opening 
out  of  areas  under  the  provision  of  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  would,  in  my  opinion,  tend  to  lessen 
the  recurring  prevalence  and  mortality  due  to  Diarrhoea. 

I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  qualified  Female 
Inspector  to  visit  all  Diarrhoeal  centres  to  instruct  families  in 
the  elementary  principles  of  hygiene.  These  duties,  I  believe, 
would  be  more  effectively  and  efficiently  carried  out  by  such 
an  Inspector. 

Further,  I  would  advise  that  all  milk  for  the  feeding  of 
infants  should  be  sterilized  before  being  used,  and  this  end 
could  be  the  better  attained  by  the  Municipality  undertaking 
this  work  as  a  part  of  their  Public  Health  Administration. 

The  City  Corporation  will  shortly  undertake  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  the  City’s  dry  refuse,  taking  over  the  work  as 
the  present  contracts  expire,  and,  in  order  that  the  collection 
of  excreta  may  be  more  efficiently  performed,  I  would  again 
advise  that  the  municipality  should  themselves  carry  out  this 
work  also. 


I  append  tables,  showing  the  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea  in 
this  City  during  the  third  Quarter,  and  the  meteorological 
conditions  ;  and  also  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  during  the  years 
1883  to  1900  inclusive.

Notification  of  Consumption  by  Medical 

Practitioners. 


Bacteriological  research  confirming  the  suspicion  of  the 
development  of  Consumption  in  individuals,  and  the  timely 
isolation  of  such  cases  under  proper  hygienic  conditions,  forms 
an  important  part  in  preventing  the  spread  and  ultimate 
treatment  of  this  disease. 

Printed  precautions  to  be  observed  against  the  spread 
of  Consumption  were,  in  January,  1899,  on  the  instruction  of 
your  Committee,  freely  circulated  throughout  the  City. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  suspicious  cases  has  been 
undertaken,  and  disinfection  of  houses,  &c.,  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Officials. 

I  would  recommend  that  Consumption  should  be  added 
to  the  list  of  diseases  notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Notification)  Act,  1889. 
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Hospitals. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  patients  have  been  treated 
in  the  Hospitals.  Of  this  number  518  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year  1900,  as  against  1179  in  1899  and  321  in  1898. 

One  thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  cases  of 
Scarlatina  were  notified  to  the  authorities,  of  which  number 
334,  or  28'3%  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  for  isolation. 
Of  the  334  admitted,  14  proved  fatal,  giving  a  case  fatality 
of  4*1%  of  the  cases  admitted. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  persons  were  notified  as  suffering 
from  Typhoid  Fever.  Of  this  number  59,  or  28‘5%  were 
isolated  at  the  Sanatorium.  Of  these  59  cases,  7  proved  fatal, 
giving  a  case  fatality  of  13‘5%  of  the  cases  admitted. 

The  admissions  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters 
of  the  year  as  follows,  namely  : — 

First  quarter,  146  ;  second  quarter,  144  ;  third  quarter, 
96  ;  fourth  quarter,  132. 

Of  the  cases  admitted  into  Hospital,  104  were  suffering 
from  Small  Pox,  336  from  Scarlatina,  60  from  Typhoid 
Fever,  1  from  Measles,  10  from  Diphtheria,  and  7  were 
admitted  for  Isolation. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospitals 
was  84,  and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  was  42  days. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  all  causes  to  the  total 
admissions  was  equal  to  8  per  cent.,  as  against  13  per  cent, 
during  the  year  1899  and  9  per  cent,  during  the  year  1898. 

During  the  year  daily  papers  have  been  received  from  the 
Public  Libraries,  and  many  other  kind  friends  have  generously 
subscribed  presents  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  which  have 
received  your  Committee’s  grateful  acknowledgments.

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Constitutional  Diseases. 

Phthisis  caused  305  deaths,  as  against  300  in  1899,  and 
270  in  1898  ;  the  death-rate  in  1900  being  equal  to  1'2  per 
1000  per  annum,  as  against  1*2  in  1899  and  1‘1  in  1898. 

Cancer  contributed  139  deaths,  being  most  fatal  between 
the  ages  of  55  and  75. 

Other  constitutional  diseases  caused  259  deaths. 

Developmental  Diseases. 

Under  this  heading  361  deaths  have  been  recorded,  as 
against  343  in  1899,  the  principal  causes  of  death  being  from 
Old  Age,  238;  Premature  Birth,  115. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-two  deaths  have  been  recorded 
under  this  heading,  as  against  456  in  1899,  and  include  188 
from  Convulsions,  and  236  from  Apoplexy,  Brain  Paralysis,  &c. 
The  greater  number  of  the  former  occurred  in  young  children, 
aged  1  year  and  under. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System. 

These  diseases  caused  332  deaths,  as  against  336  in  1899. 
Two  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System. 

These  diseases  (other  than  Consumption)  caused  851 
deaths,  as  against  728  in  1899,  of  which  481  were  due  to 
Bronchitis  and  323  to  Pneumonia. 
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Influenza. 

Daring  the  year  108  deaths  were  certified  to  be  due  to 
Influenza.

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Violence, 

One  hundred  and  fifty  lives  were  lost  by  accident 
or  negligence,  as  against  175  in  1899.  Deaths  from  accidents 
or  negligence  of  all  kinds,  including  Homicide  or  Suicide, 
caused  166  deaths,  being  equal  to  3*6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Drowning  was  as  follows, 
viz. : — 41  as  against  34  in  1899,  and  37  in  1898. 

Inquests, 

The  number  of  deaths  which  have  formed  the  subject  of 
a  Coroner’s  inquiry  was  300,  as  against  345  in  1899,  and  323 
in  1898.  The  Coroner  also  investigated  the  circumstances 
attending  the  deaths  of  99  persons  (46  males  and  53  females), 
in  which  he  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  hold  inquests.

Four  hundred  and  forty-six  deaths  are  classified  under 
this  heading,  the  majority  being  from  Debility  and  Uncertified 
causes  of  death,  as  against  414  in  1899,  and  469  in  1898. 
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Uncertified  Deaths. 

During  the  year  93  deaths  were  not  certified,  either  by  a 
registered  medical  practitioner  or  by  the  Coroner,  as  against 
93  in  1899  and  40  in  1898,  being  at  the  rate  of  2*0  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths.  In  London  the  proportion  was  only  0*6  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  whilst  it  averaged  1*3  in  the  thirty- 
two  other  great  towns.  No  uncertified  death  was  registered 
either  in  Croydon  or  in  Derby,  and  the  proportion  of  deaths 
registered  as  uncertified  did  not  exceed  0*1  per  cent,  in  Oldham 
and  0'3  per  cent,  in  Plymouth.  The  highest  proportions  were 
4T  per  cent,  in  Liverpool,  4'0  in  Halifax,  3'1  in  Preston, 
3'0  in  Liverpool  and  3'0  in  Gateshead. 

Sanitation. 

During  the  year,  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty-six  houses  have  been  examined  in  the  house-to-house 
inspection.  Five  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-one  visits 
and  inspections  have  been  made  to  ascertain  if  works  ordered 
by  notices  were  in  progress,  and  to  examine  houses  respecting 
which  complaints  had  been  received. 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-three  visits  have 
been  made  to  Common  Lodging  Houses,  including  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  day  and  two  hundred  and  seven 
night  visits.  One  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one 
inspections  were  made  of  shops  where  milk  was  sold ;  six 
thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  investigated,  five  hundred  and  eighteen  patients  removed 
to  the  Hospitals,  and  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
four  houses  disinfected. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

Part  II. 

The  provisions  of  this  important  Act  are  being  steadily 
enforced,  with  a  result  that  many  of  the  insanitary  dwelling- 
houses  which  formerly  existed  in  various  parts  of  the  City  are 
being  demolished.

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  specially 
appointed  Inspectors,  continue  their  systematic  inspections  of 
dilapidated  dwellings. 

Numerous  reports,  plans  and  photographs  have  been 
prepared  and  presented  to  your  Special  Committee,  who  have 
met  frequently  and  devoted  a  great  amount  of  time  to  the 
consideration  of  such  reports  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  work 
devolving  upon  them  under  this  Act. 

During  the  year  124  dwelling-houses  have  been  reported 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  notices  were  served  upon 
the  owners.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  for  the  com¬ 
pulsory  closure  of  94  dwelling-houses.  Structural  alterations 
and  conversions  of  the  property  into  warehouses,  &c.,  in 
several  cases  have  been  carried  out,  and  upwards  of  125 
insanitary  dwellings  have  been  demolished,  and  the  sites  cleared. 

The  dwelling-houses  dealt  with  are  generally  crowded 
together,  without  sufficient  light  and  ventilation,  and  are 
damp  and  dilapidated.  Such  tenements  are  usually  unprovided 
with  backways,  and  their  sanitary  conveniences  often  adjoin 
the  dwellings  or  abut  upon  others. 

Such  houses  cannot  effectually  be  rendered  habitable 
without  total  demolition  and  reconstruction  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  modern  sanitation. 

The  population  inhabiting  this  class  of  tenements  are 
for  the  most  part  migratory,  and  up  to  the  present  little  incon¬ 
venience  has  been  caused  to  the  persons  displaced  in  the 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  inauguration  of  improved  means  of  locomotion  has 
a  tendency  to  attract  the  respectable  artisan  to  the  suburbs  of 
the  City,  where  improved  dwelling-house  accommodation  is 
rapidly  being  provided  with  more  modern  conveniences. 

The  migration  to  the  suburbs  doubtless  prevents  over¬ 
crowding  in  the  centre  of  the  City,  and  has  led  to  the  erection 
of  warehouses,  factories,  &c.,  upon  the  sites  where  formerly 
insanitary  dwelling-houses  existed. 

The  opening  out  of  such  areas  has  a  far-reaching  effect, 
not  only  upon  the  surrounding  inhabitants,  but  also  upon  the 
general  health  of  the  community.

New  Destructor, 

During  the  year  arragements  have  been  entered  into  with 
the  Horsfall  Furnace  Company,  Leeds,  for  the  erection  of  an 
additional  Destructor  on  the  site  acquired  in  the  Western 
District. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held  in  July, 
by  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Inspectors,  to  enable  the  Corporation 
to  acquire  the  sum  of  T20,000  for  carrying  out  the  scheme, 
which  was  subsequently  sanctioned. 

Epizootic  Disease. 

There  have  been  27  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever.  One 
hundred  and  thirty-two  animals  have  been  affected,  some  of 
which  died  from  the  disease,  and  the  remainder  slaughtered ; 
also  123  animals  were  in  contact. 

The  carcases  of  the  affected  animals  were  condemned, 
and  removed  to  the  Destructor  for  cremation. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

There  has  been  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 
Twelve  beast  were  found  to  be  affected,  4  pigs  and  1  goat 
had  been  in  contact.  All  the  animals  were  slaughtered  and 
buried.

Flushing  and  Distribution  of  Disinfectants. 

Two  hundred  gallons  of  Disinfectant  Fluid  have  been 
given  to  persons  applying  at  the  offices  of  the  Sanitary 
Department  and  the  Police  Stations ;  also  two  hundred  and 
thirty  gallons  have  been  distributed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
at  the  houses  in  which  infectious  diseases  have  occurred. 

Seventy-four  tons  of  disinfecting  powder  have  been 
distributed  during  the  process  of  the  collection  of  excreta  and 
house  refuse  by  the  various  contaactors,  which  was  continued 
from  time  to  time  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  these  houses  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  Inspector  both  day  and  by  night*  and  special 
reports  have  from  time  to  time  been  furnished  to  your 
Committee. 
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Food  Inspection, 

During  the  year  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  tons  of 
Meat,  Fruit,  Fish  and  Vegetables,  &c.,  have  been  condemned 
and  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  food. 

Food  and  Drugs. 

The  following  report  on  the  working  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  was  presented  to  your  Committee  in  July  : — 

I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
degree  in  which  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  utilised  is  by 
no  means  uniform  in  different  districts.  Within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  10  County  Councils,  extending  over  an  aggregate 
population  of  910,032,  only  180  samples  were  analysed,  or 
one  sample  a  year  for  every  5,056  persons ;  and  in  16 
Boroughs  with  an  aggregate  population  of  405,239,  only 
68  samples  were  analysed,  or  one  for  every  5959  persons. 

In  this  City  the  average  number  of  samples  taken  for 
the  past  five  years  was  equal  to  about  0*78  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

In  order  to  more  efficiently  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Acts,  and  on  the  lines  suggested  by  Mr.  J. 
Cornelius,  Inspector,  Board  of  Agriculture,  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  a  greater  variety  and  number 
of  samples  be  taken  for  analysis  than  hitherto,  and  would 
suggest  that  at  least  SO  samples  of  the  more  common 
articles  of  food  be  taken  systematically  every  fortnight, 
viz.  : — Milk,  Butter,  Tea,  Coffee,  Cocoa,  Sugar,  Flour, 
Oatmeal,  Lard,  Mustard,  Icecream,  Jam,  Wine  and  Spirits, 
Sweet  Nitre,  Castor  Oil,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Paregoric. 

These  Acts  are  carried  out  by  your  District  Inspectors 
of  Nuisances,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
where  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  different  article 
would  be  supplied  to  them  from  that  supplied  to  an 
ordinary  purchaser,  they  should  be  empowered  to  employ 
other  agents  to  make  the  purchase  before  they  themselves 
enter  the  premises  from  which  such  samples  are  being 
obtained.  .  _ V 


The  number  of  samples  suggested  to  be  taken  would 
be  equal  to  about  3  per  1000  of  the  present  population  per 
annum. 

By  adopting  this  uniform  method  of  taking  samples,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  suggestions  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  would  be  effectually  carried  out. 

Arsenic  in  Beer. 

In  December  last,  a  circular  letter  was  received  from  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  reference  to  illness  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  drinking 
beer  containing  arsenic. 

The  presence  of  arsenic  being  due  to  the  brewing  of  the 
beer  with  glucose  or  other  substitutes  for  sugar  prepared  with 
sulphuric  acid  in  which  arsenic  was  accidentally  present,  and 
also  that  glucose  or  other  sugar  substitutes  are  used,  not  only  in 
the  brewing  of  beer,  but  also  in  the  making  of  jams,  syrups, 
sweets  and  similar  articles  of  food,  due  publicity  was 
given  to  this  possible  source  of  poisoning,  and  the  Sanitary 
Committee  directed  that  samples  of  beer  be  forthwith  taken 
and  tested  for  the  presence  of  arsenic. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that,  of  the  numerous  samples  of 
beer  taken  in  the  City,  none  were  found  to  contain  traces  of 
arsenic.  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  afforded 
the  officials  by  the  trade  generally  in  offering  all  facilities  for 
inspection  and  the  taking  samples. 

Various  samples  of  jams,  syrups,  sweets,  &c.,  were  also 
taken,  and  certified  to  be  free  from  arsenic. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

Under  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops  Order  of 
1879  and  1885  there  were  registered  up  to  the  end  of  1900  265 
Cowsheds  and  Dairies  and  968  Milkshops. 

Eleven  applications  were  made  during  the  year  for  the 
registration  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  all  of  which  were  granted. 
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The  number  of  inspections  made  of  Cowsheds  and 
Dairies  was  803,  and  Milkshops  1491. 

Slaughter  Houses,  &c. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  of  Slaughter  Houses 
was  987,  Curing  Houses  714,  and  Fish  Shops  1207. 

Collection  of  Dry  Dust. 

The  collection  of  dry  dust  has  been  considered  by  a 
specially  appointed  Committee  with  a  view  to  the  work  being- 
undertaken  by  the  Corporation.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  provide  the  necessary  plant  and  stabling,  also  to 
purchase  horses  and  engage  men,  in  order  that  the  Corporation 
may  take  over  this  work  as  the  existing  contracts  expire. 

It  has  been  decided  to  adopt  a  dust  van  similar  in  design 
to  those  used  by  the  London  County  Council. 

The  Council  further  determined  to  appoint  a  special 
Inspector  to  supervise  the  carrying  out  of  this  work. 

The  Authority  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  their 
decision  to  undertake  this  important  work,  which  I  believe 
will  prove  of  great  public  advantage,  and  will  doubtless  lead 
to  greater  efficiency  and  less  complaints  in  the  future. 

I  would  again  urge  the  desirability  of  the  collection  of 
excreta  also  being  undertaken  by  the  Municipality. 

SANITARY  LEGISLATION. 

The  following  are  the  principal  Acts  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  which  either  wholly  or  partly  relate  to  Local 
Government  or  Sanitary  Administration  :  —

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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

This  Act  is  one  to  amend  Part  3  of  the  above  Act — that 
is,  the  part  which  deals  with  the  provision  of  working-class 
lodging-houses. 

Before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  a  Local  Authority,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  powers  under  Part  3  of  the  Act  of  1890,  were 
not,  as  it  was  thought,  enabled  to  provide  lodging-houses  for 
the  working-classes  outside  their  district.  The  difficulty  has, 
however,  been  removed  by  Section  1  of  the  new  measure, 
which  provides  that  where  any  Council,  other  than  a  Bural 
District  Council,  have  adopted  Part  3,  they  may,  for  supplying 
the  needs  of  their  district,  establish  or  acquire  lodging-houses 
for  working-classes  under  that  part  outside  their  district. 

Amongst  the  unsuccessful  Bills  brought  forward  were 
the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  re-introduced  by 
Sir  A.  Hickman,  but  not  proceeded  with,  as  the  matter  needs 
to  be  dealt  with  by  a  comprehensive  Government  Measure  ; 
the  Isolation  Hospitals  (Amendment)  Bill,  re-introduced  by 
Lord  Lichfield,  but  abandoned,  no  doubt  owing  to  the 
opposition  to  some  of  its  proposed  provisions  ;  the  Midwives 
Bill ;  the  Urban  District  Councils  Bill ;  the  Bivers  Pollution 
Prevention  Bill  ;  the  Water  Supply  Bill ;  and  others. 

Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act. 

During  the  year  5339  cases  of  infectious  disease  have 
been  notified  by  medical  practitioners  to  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  of  the  premises  have 
been  carefully  inspected,  and  notices  forwarded  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  School  Board,  to  the  Principals  of  private  and  other  schools 
and  to  the  Librarian  of  the  Public  Libraries  daily,  notifying  to 
them  the  addresses  of  the  various  cases  of  infectious  disease.

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METEOROLOGY. 

The  two  latter  charts  embodied  in  the  report  shew  the 
fortnightly  record  of  the  Meteorological  conditions  throughout 
the  year.  The  lower  portions  of  the  charts  give  a  diagram  of 
the  fortnightly  Death  Bate  from  all  causes,  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Measles,  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs  and  Consumption,  as  compared  with  the 
various  Meteorological  conditions. 

For  the  Meteorological  portion  of  the  Report  I  am  greatly 
indebted  to  E.  A.  Peak,  F.  R.  Met.  Soc.,  Parks  Superintendent. 

Meteorological  Remarks  for  1900 

January. 

The  weather  throughout  the  month  was  generally 
showery,  dark,  dull  and  overcast,  very  mild  on  the  whole,  and 
very  often  misty,  only  13^-  hours  of  sunshine  being  recorded. 
Winds  often  westerly,  sometimes  quite  calm,  moderate  or  light 
at  other  times.  Snow  fell  on  the  13th,  hail  on  the  28th  and  29th. 
Fog  prevailed  on  the  1st  and  2nd.  Rain  fell  on  20  days,  the 
greatest  fall  in  one  day  was  0'58  on  the  1st,  the  total  fall  being 
2'83  inches.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermo¬ 
meter  was  52°  on  the  23rd,  and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature 
was  24°  on  the  28th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month  being 
38°  3h  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30'016  on 
the  11th,  and  the  lowest  was  29 ’393  on  the  28th,  the  mean 
reading  being  29 '899.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at 
1ft.  deep  was  36°  9',  and  at  4ft.  43°. 

February. 

This  was  the  coldest  month  of  the  year,  and  the  weather 
generally  dull  with  frequent  showers  of  rain,  sleet  or  snow. 
Frosts  of  more  or  less  severity  occurred  almost  every  night 
from  the  1st  to  the  22nd,  the  lowest  point  being  reached  on  the 
8th,  when  the  temperature  fell  as  low  as  18°,  which  was  also 
the  lowest  during  the  year.  An  unusual  storm  of  wind,  with 
sleet  and  snow  occurred  on  the  15th,  which  might  fittingly  be 
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called  a  blizzard.  Rain  fell  on  19  days,  the  greatest  fall  in  one 
day  was  0'17  inch  on  the  15th,  the  total  fall  being  3*40  inches. 
Winds  generally  northerly  at  first,  westerly  afterwards,  quite 
calm  on  3  days,  moderate  or  light  at  other  times,  except  on  the 
15th  (already  mentioned).  Snow  fell  on  the  3rd,  6th,  10th, 
11th,  13th,  14th  and  15th.  Fog  prevailedym  the  22nd,  and  38J- 
hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  was  57°  on  the  23rd,  and 
the  lowest  minimum  temperature  was  18°  on  the  8th,  the  mean 
temperature  of  the  month  being  38°  5'.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  barometer  was  30*040  on  the  8th,  and  the  lowrest  was 
28*460  on  the  19th,  which  was  the  lowest  during  the  year — the 
mean  reading  being  29  589 — the  lowest  mean  daring  the  year. 
The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  35°  1',  and 
at  4ft.  41°  4'.  Lightning  was  seen  on  the  15th,  a  solar  halo 
on  the  13th,  and  a  lunar  halo  on  the  12th. 

March. 

This  was  the  driest  month  of  the  year,  the  total  rainfall 
amounting  to  0*48  inches  only,  the  heaviest  fall  in  one  day 
being  0*11  inch  on  the  26th.  The  weather  was  rather  cloudy, 
but  generally  fine  throughout  the  month,  often  with  mist  or 
fog  at  the  beginning,  and  more  wintry  weather  towards  the 
end,  with  occasional  slight  falls  of  hail  and  snow,  which 
occurred  on  the  18th,  25th,  26th,  27th  and  28th.  Winds  often 
northerly  or  easterly,  quite  calm  on  some  parts  of  the  3rd,  5th, 
8th,  9th,  11th,  21st  and  30th,  squally  on  the  26th,  moderate  or 
light  at  other  times.  There  was  fog  on  the  10th,  11th  and  12th, 
and  75|  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  was  53°  on  the 
12th,  and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature  was  23°  on  the 
30th,  the  mean  reading  being  38°.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30*616  on  the  13th,  which  was  the  highest 
reading  during  the  year,  and  the  lowest  29*200  on  the  19th, 
the  mean  reading  being  30*031.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  38°  4',  and  at  4ft.  41°  9'. 
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April. 

Rather  showery  weather  prevailed  during  the  first  part  of 
the  month,  sometimes  squally  or  stormy;  the  remainder  was 
generally  fine,  with  a  small  amount  of  cloud,  but  frequently 
with  cold  winds  and  a  great  variation  in  temperature.  Winds 
for  the  most  part  S.W.  or  W.,  stormy  on  the  11th,  13th  and 
16th,  fresh  on  the  12th,  occasionally  quite  calm,  moderate  or 
light  at  other  times.  The  rainfall  was  not  heavy,  being  1*08 
inches ;  the  heaviest  fall  was  but  0T9  inch  on  the  3rd.  There 
was  fog  on  the  7th  and  29th,  a  thunderstorm  on  the  16th,  and 
124  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of 
the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  was  75°  on  the  21st, 
and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature  was  23°  on  the  1st,  the 
mean  temperature  for  the  month  being  46°  4'.  The  highest 
reading  of  the  barometer  was  30' 564  on  the  19th,  the  lowest 
29*240  on  the  4th,  the  mean  reading  being  29'965.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was  43°  3',  and  at  4ft. 
43°  9'. 

May. 

Although  rain  fell  on  a  good  many  days,  yet  the  rainy 
periods  were  generally  of  short  duration,  and  the  total  rainfall 
1*37  inches,  a  rather  small  one;  a  somewhat  heavy  fall,  0'76 
inch,  occurred  on  the  8th.  There  was  often  a  great  amount  of 
cloud  and  frequent  cold  winds,  the  direction  of  which  were 
mostly  N.E.  and  S.W.,  moderate  or  light  throughout  the 
month.  There  was  no  fog,  and  107  hours  of  sunshine  were 
recorded.  Thunder  was  heard,  but  lightning  not  seen  on  the 
23rd.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in 
the  shade  was  69°  on  the  27th,  and  the  lowrest  minimum 
temperature  was  31°  on  the  17th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the 
month  being  48°  8'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30‘400  on  the  29th,  the  lowest  29’470on  the  3rd,  the  mean 
reading  being  30*016.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at 
lft.  deep  was  49Q  1',  and  at  4ft.  48°  1'. 

June. 

Cloudy  weather,  with  showers  of  short  duration,  prevailed 
during  the  first  and  second  weeks.  The  middle  of  the  month 
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was  remarkable  for  great  heat,  84°  being  registered  in  the  shade 
on  the  12th.  Afterwards  the  weather  became  less  bright, 
with  a  great  amount  of  cloud,  and  more  frequent  showers,  often 
with  thunderstorms,  and  becoming  much  colder,  which  con¬ 
tinued  to  the  end  of  the  month.  Winds  often  S.W.,  W.,  or 
N.E.,  strong  on  the  10th,  fresh  on  the  3rd,  10th  and  26th,  often 
calm  in  the  afternoons.  Bain  fell  on  19  days  ;  the  heaviest  fall 
in  one  day  was  0*38  inch  on  the  19th,  the  total  rainfall  being 
1*93  inches.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  the  10th,  12th,  13th, 
15th,  20th  and  25th,  and  thunder  was  heard,  but  lightning  not 
seen  on  the  7th  and  23rd.  There  was  fog  at  night  on  the  8th, 
and  122J  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  was  84°  on  the 
12th,  and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature  was  43°  on  the  1st, 
2nd,  3rd  and  9th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month  being 
60°  2'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30*374  on 
the  1st,  the  lowest  29*570  on  the  25th,  the  mean  reading  being 
29*958.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was 
56°  o',  and  at  4ft.  53°  5'. 

July, 

This  was  both  the  hottest  and  most  sunny  month  of  the 
year.  The  weather  was  dry  on  the  whole,  but  rather  showery 
the  first  few  days,  the  total  rainfall  being  T62  inches.  Tem¬ 
perature  very  variable,  with  a  moderate  amount  of  cloud,  and 
light  winds  generally,  sometimes  quite  calm,  fresh  on  the  6th, 
7th  and  28th.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  the  3rd,  16th,  20th 
and  27th.  Thunder  was  heard  but  lightning  not  seen  on  the 
6th.  Hail  fell  on  the  3rd.  There  was  no  fog,  and  181  hours 
of  sunshine  were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the 
maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  was  85°  on  the  25th — the 
hottest  day  of  the  year — and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature 
was  39°  on  the  8th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month  being 
63°  3'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30*316  on 
the  17th,  the  lowest  29*560  on  the  1st,  the  mean  reading  being 
30*034.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was 
60°  7',  and  at  4ft.  57Q  5'. 
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August. 

This  was  the  wettest  month  of  the  year.  There  were  two 
rainy  periods  daring  the  month,  the  first  prevailed  from  the 
2nd  to  the  9th  (dates  not  inclusive),  the  second  from  the  21st 
to  the  26th  (dates  inclusive).  The  remainder  of  the  month  was 
generally  hue,  the  periods  being  pretty  well  defined.  The  tem¬ 
perature  also  varied  very  much  in  the  same  way,  cold  often 
accompanying  the  wet.  The  total  rainfall  was  4*71  inches, 
the  greatest  fall  in  one  day  being  0'93  inches  on  the  3rd.  A 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  23rd.  Thunder  was  heard  but 
lightning  not  seen  on  the  8th  and  24th.  Hail  fell  on  the  23rd, 
there  was  no  fog,  and  135-j-  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded. 
The  highset  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade 
was  79°  on  the  13th,  and  the  lowest  minimum  temperature  was 
42°  on  the  29th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month  being 
59°  1'.  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  was  30‘456  on 
the  29th,  the  lowest  29'216  on  the  6th,  the  mean  reading  being 
30  013.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was 
59°  6',  and  at  4ft.  58°  2b 

September. 

Fine,  genial,  dry  autumn  weather  was  experienced  nearly 
all  the  month.  Winds  variable,  for  the  most  part  westerly, 
sometimes  quite  calm,  moderate  or  light  at  other  times.  Eain 
fell  on  7  days  only,  the  greatest  fall  in  one  day  being  0'77 
inch  on  the  16th,  the  total  fall  was  1*37  inches.  There 
was  fog  on  the  11th,  12th,  23rd,  28th  and  29th.  A 
thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  16th,  and  92J  hours  of  sunshine 
were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  ther¬ 
mometer  in  the  shade  was  73°  on  the  13th,  and  the  lowest 
minimum  temperature  wras  37°  on  the  14th,  the  mean  temper¬ 
ature  of  the  month  being  55°  6b  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30'550  on  the  13th,  the  lowest  29  532  on  the 
27th,  the  mean  reading  being  30'136,  the  highest  during  the 
year.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  earth  at  1ft.  deep  was 
54°  7b  and  at  4ft.  568  2b 
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October. 

The  weather  this  month  may  be  described  as  more 
showery  than  remarkable  for  heavy  falls  of  rain,  with  less 
clouds  and  more  sunshine  than  might  have  been  expected, 
considering  the  frequent  falls  of  rain  which  occurred  on  22 
days  ;  the  greatest  fall  in  one  day  was  0*82  on  the  26th,  the 
total  rainfall  being  2‘88  inches.  Winds  frequently  S.W.  or 
N.W.,  sometimes  quite  calm,  more  especially  so  in  the 
evenings,  fresh  on  the  6th  and  14th,  moderate  or  light  at  other 
times.  There  was  fog  on  the  30th,  and  75 J  hours  of  sunshine 
were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  ther¬ 
mometer  in  the  shade  was  70°  on  the  9th,  and  the  lowest 
minimum  temperature  w?as  29°  on  the  4th,  the  mean 
temperature  of  the  month  being  48°  4'.  The  highest  reading 
of  the  barometer  was  30T54  on  the  22nd,  the  lowest  29*104 
on  the  26th,  the  mean  reading  being  29*934.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  49°  1',  and  at 
4  feet  53°  9'. 

November. 

Although  rain  fell  on  every  day  except  eight  during  the 
month,  and  sometimes  for  rather  long  periods,  when  it  often 
took  the  form  of  drizzle  rather  than  that  of  rain,  the  total 
rainfall,  2 ’67  inches,  was  not  so  large  as  might  have  been 
expected,  the  greatest  fall  in  one  day  being  only  O' 34  inch  on 
the  4th,  consequently  the  weather  was  frequently  dark,  dull* 
and  overcast.  Winds  very  variable  in  direction,  stormy  on  the 
night  of  the  16th,  occasionally  quite  calm,  light  or  very 
moderate  at  other  times.  There  was  fog  on  the  1st,  2nd,  13th, 
16th,  21st  and  26th,  and  only  16 J  hours  of  sunshine  were 
recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum  thermometer 
in  the  shade  was  60°  on  the  1st,  and  the  lowest  minimum 
temperature  was  29°  on  the  11th,  the  mean  temperature  of  the 
month  being  43°  1' .  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer 
was  30*434  on  the  18th,  the  lowest  29*212  on  the  15th,  the 
mean  reading  being  29*745.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  44°  5',  and  at  4  feet  50°  2'. 
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December. 

This  was  the  least  sunny  month  of  the  year.  The 
weather  on  the  whole  was  much  the  same  as  November,  being 
mild,  dark,  wet  and  overcast,  but  rather  more  so  for  the  first  and 
last  few  days  than  it  was  in  the  middle  of  the  month.  Kain 
fell  on  18  days  ;  the  greatest  fall  in  one  day  was  0'90  inch  on 
the  30th,  the  total  fall  being  3‘00  inches.  Winds  for  the  most 
part  8.W.,  stormy  on  the  nights  of  the  20th,  27th,  28th  and 
30th,  fresh  on  the  21st  and  25th,  moderate  or  light  at  other 
times.  Fog  prevailed  on  the  22nd,  23rd,  24th  and  25th.  A 
lunar  halo  was  seen  on  the  31st,  and  only  4J  hours  of  sunshine 
were  recorded.  The  highest  reading  of  the  maximum 
thermometer  in  the  shade  was  56°  on  the  20th,  and  the  lowest 
minimum  temperature  was  27°  on  the  23rd,  the  mean  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  month  being  42°  8h  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  30'368  on  the  16th,  the  lowest  28‘752  on  the 
28th,  the  mean  reading  being  29'840.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  earth  at  1  foot  deep  was  42°  2',  and  at  4  feet  47°  1'. 

I  have  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Deputy-Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  your  very  kind 
assistance  at  all  times,  and  the  members  of  the  medical 
profession,  those  associated  with  our  public  Institutions 
in  the  City  and  the  employers  of  labor,  for  the  valuable 
assistance  they  have  so  willingly  accorded  me,  and  especially 
are  my  thanks  due  to  the  officials  of  the  Sanitary  Staff, 
who  have  been  most  devoted  and  unremitting  in  their 
attention  to  their  duties  throughout  the  year.

In  reference  to  the  10  contraventions  unremedied, 
notices  have  been  sent  either  to  the  Owner  or  Masters, 
which  I  expect  will  be  shortly  complied  with. 

The  11  contraventions  existing  when  the  last  annual 
report  was  presented  have  since  been  remedied. 

Notices  and  letters  issued  during  the  year,  345. 

In  addition  to  the  written  notices  or  letters  sent  to  the 
Owners,  the  Masters  of  all  boats  contravening  the  Acts 
or  Regulations  have  been  verbally  cautioned. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  reported  on 
any  Canal  Boat  in  Hull  during  the  year,  although  it  has 
been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  that  in  two  instances  boats  registered  under  this 
Authority  have  had  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  removed 
to  Hospital  on  their  arrival  at  their  place  of  destination, 
the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows,  namely  : — 

Scarlatina. 

In  consequence  of  a  letter,  dated  the  18th  October, 
received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Sheffield, 
stating  that  he  had  received  information  that  a  case  of 
Small  Pox  had  occurred  on  board  the  Canal  Boat  “  Henry,” 
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registered  No.  408,  Hull,  and  asking  what  risk  there  was 
in  taking  the  cargo  (3000  pieces  of  timber)  up  to  Sheffield,  and 
whether  this  Authority  was  going  to  have  the  boat  unloaded 
for  disinfection,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  instructed 
the  Canal  Boats  Inspector  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  he 
reported  as  follows  - 

Your  Inspector  went  in  search  of  the  boat  named,  and 
found  that  it  had  left  Hull  for  Sheffield,  in  the  charge  of  the 
Master,  by  the  morning  tide  on  the  17th  October.  He 
proceeded  to  the  Master’s  residence,  where  he  learned  that  the 
Master,  aged  30  years  and  his  two  children,  aged  7  and  2\ 
years,  had  been  suffering  from  Scarlatina.  They  had  been 
medically  attended  and  were  duly  notified  as  suffering  from 
Scarlatina  on  the  24th  September  and  the  6th  and  10th 
October  respectively. 

The  usual  investigation  was  made  by  the  District 
Inspector,  and  printed  precautions  left  at  the  house  as  to 
the  precautions  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

No  intimation  had  been  received  of  the  convalescence  of 
the  patients,  or  that  the  house  was  ready  for  disinfection. 

Subsequently,  your  Deputy-Medical  Officer  of  Health 
visited  the  bouse  referred  to,  and  found  that  the  two  children 
named  were  desquamating.  They  were  both  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  and  the  house  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  second  case  occurred  on  board  the  “  Thomas 
Marston,”  Beg.  No.  438,  Hull.  On  the  11th  December 
information  was  received  from  the  Owners  of  the  boat  that 
the  Mate,  aged  21  years,  had  been  removed  to  Hospital  at 
Leeds  suffering  with  Typhoid  Fever,  and  that  the  boat  had 
been  disinfected  and  had  now  returned  to  Hull. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

In  three  cases  legal  proceedings  were  deemed  necessary 
during  the  year. 

On  31st  July  the  Master  and  Owner  of  the  Canal  Boat 
“  Only  Son,”  Begistered  No.  426,  Hull,  was  fined  7s.  6d.  and 
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costs  for  not  having  a  Certificate  of  Registration  on  board  the 
boat,  and  also  for  not  having  the  registration  letters  and 
number  painted  at  the  sides  or  the  stern  of  the  boat,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts.  He  had  previously 
been  cautioned. 

On  the  31st  July  the  blaster  of  the  Canal  Boat  “  Glide,” 
Registered  No.  168,  Doncaster,  was  fined  2s.  6d.  and  costs 
for  not  having  the  registration  letters  and  number  painted 
on  the  sides  or  stern  of  the  boat,  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  the  Acts.  His  attention  had  .previously  been 
drawn  to  the  offence. 

On  21st  August  the  Master  and  Owner  of  the  Canal 
Boat  “  Sarah  Ann,”  Registered  No.  66,  Hull,  was  fined 
20s.  and  costs  for  contravening  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  by 
having  the  registration  letters  and  number  of  his  boat  so 
defaced  as  not  to  be  clearly  visible.  He  had  been  repeatedly 
cautioned  about  the  same  offence.

Change  of  master  on  22  boats,  of  ownership  on  14 
boats,  and  of  boats’  names  in  3  cases,  have  been  registered 
during  the  year. 

Either  from  personal  knowledge  or  correspondence,  I 
am  able  to  state  that  the  360  boats  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  are  in  actual  use  at  the  present  time.

Act,  and  only  used  for  Riyer  Traffic. 

I  would  respectfully  draw  attention  to  the  way  in 
which  the  owners  of  many  Canal  Boats  evade  the  provisions 
of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  by  having  such  boats  registered  under 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Act. 

Of  late  years  a  number  of  boats,  plying  regularly  on 
the  canals  in  this  district,  and  which  were  formerly  registered 
under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  and  also  a  number  of  new  boats, 
designed  and  being  used  for  canal  traffic,  which  are  precisely 
the  same  in  build  and  used  for  similar  cargoes  as  boats  now 
under  the  operation  of  the  Acts,  have  been  registered  under 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  doubtless,  in  many  cases,  to  evade 
the  provisions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Regulations. 

As  an  illustration,  I  quote  a  very  striking  case  which 
came  under  your  late  Inspector’s  notice  during  the  year 
J898.  The  owner  and  master  of  the  Canal  Boat  “  Friendship,” 
already  referred  to  as  having  been  fined  on  March  17th  of 
that  year  for  committing  a  breach  of  the  Acts,  was  found 
by  your  Inspector,  on  November  9th,  using  this  boat  in 
contravention  of  the  same  section  of  the  Act.  When 
informed  that  if  he  persisted  in  ignoring  the  provisions  of  the 
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Acts  he  would  be  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  he 
replied  that  he  would  register  his  boat  with  the  Board  of 
Trade,  and  that  this  Authority  would  then  be  unable  to 
interfere  with  him.  He  has  since  done  so. 

There  is  a  further  number  of  boats  which  were  formerly 
employed  in  the  coasting  trade,  and  are  registered  under  the 
Merchant  Shipping  Act,  which  have  ceased  to  be  so  used, 
and  are  now  regularly  trading  upon  the  canals. 

The  total  number  of  boats  above  referred  to  which  are 
being  ordinarily  used  for  the  conveyance  of  goods  upon 
the  canals  of  this  district,  without  being  registered  under 
the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  are  not  less  than  120,  which 
number  is  gradually  increasing. 

During  the  past  four  years  over  70  boats  have  been 
registered  in  this  Port  under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act 
by  the  Board  of  Trade,  whilst  only  103  have  been  registered 
by  this  Authority  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Unless  the  power  vested  in  the  Local  Government 
Board  by  virtue  of  Section  10  of  the  Canal  Boats  Act  of 
1884  be  exercised,  so  as  to  make  it  absolutely  necessary 
for  all  boats  ordinarily  used  for  the  conveyance  of  goods 
upon  any  canal  to  be  registered  under  the  Canal  Boats 
Acts,  notwithstanding  such  boats  being  registered  under 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  the  statutory  benefits  intended 
to  be  conferred  upon  the  Canal  Boats  population  will  be  lost 
in  a  considerable  number  of  cases. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1891  and  1895. 
Shop  Hours  Acts,  1892  to  1895. 


General  Eemarks. 

The  tendency  to  the  distribution  of  business  premises 
over  a  larger  area  of  the  City,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  has 
continued  throughout  the  past  year.  This  applies  more 
particularly  to  the  clothing  and  building  trades  in  respect  to 
workshops,  and  to  shops  generally. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  shops 
in  which  young  persons  are  employed,  and  of  the  number  of 
young  persons  employed  therein. 

There  is  an  increasing  tendency  to  employ  school  boys 
after  school  hours,  and  on  Saturdays  as  errand  boys.  This  is 
probably  owing  to  the  difficulty  which  employers  experience  in 
otherwise  finding  boys  of  a  suitable  age,  and  is  due  to  the 
school  regulations.  I  regret  to  say  that  employers  complain 
very  much  that  they  cannot  obtain  reliable  boys  over  school 
age  for  this  and  similar  kinds  of  work. 

Although  the  number  of  new  workshops  opened  during 
the  year  exceeds  the  number  of  any  of  the  past  three  years,  the 
net  number  of  workshops  on  the  register  shews  a  marked 
decrease.  This  decrease  is  most  evident  in  the  clothing, 
cabinet-making  and  building  trades,  and  is  most  probably  due 
to  two  or  three  main  causes,  namely,  local  depression  of  trade 
and  lack  of  employment  for  the  artizan  classes,  the  relaxation  of 
building  operations,  and  the  installation  of  electric  motors  and 
small  gas  engines,  thereby  converting  workshops  into  factories. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year 
exceeds  the  number  of  any  previous  year,  and,  although  the 
contraventions  of  the  Acts  have  been  about  as  numerous  as  in 
previous  years,  they  have  not,  generally  speaking,  been  so 
serious  in  character. 

Factories. 

The  visits  made  have  been  principally  to  new  factories  to 
ascertain  if  proper  sanitary  conveniences  were  provided  for  the 
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persons  employed  therein,  and  in  several  cases  it  was  found 
necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
in  respect  thereto. 

Thirteen  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from 
Her  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories  in  respect  to  sanitary 
matters  in  factories  and  workshops,  each  of  which  received  due 
attention,  and  in  twelve  instances  the  work  necessary  has  been 
carried  out,  whilst  in  the  remaining  case  there  was  found,  on 
examination,  to  be  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Workshops. 

The  workshops  in  the  city  have  been  kept  under 
systematic  inspection.  Most  of  them  have  been  visited  once 
during  the  year,  many  twice,  and,  where  found  to  be  necessary, 
more  frequent  inspections  have  been  made.  The  whole  have 
been  maintained  in  a  fairly  good  sanitary  condition. 

Fire  Escapes. 

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in  factories  and 
workshops  have  been  kept  under  systematic  inspection,  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  seven 
factories.  The  necessary  work  has  been  completed  in  four 
cases,  and  is  in  progress  in  the  remaining  three. 

Two  certificates  have  been  granted  to  new  factories 
during  the  year.  A  notable  feature  in  this  connection  has 
come  under  the  notice  of  your  Inspector  in  respect  to  silo 
buildings.  These  buildings  range  from  90  to  120  feet  in 
height,  with  a  floor  at  the  top  approached  by  means  of  a  hoist, 
or  single  stairway.  Usually  only  one  or  two  men  are  employed 
at  the  top  of  such  buildings,  but  should  by  any  means  a  fire 
occur  at  or  near  the  stairway  it  would  be  impossible  for  any 
man  working  on  the  top  floor  to  escape.  Three  of  such 
buildings  have  been  discovered  in  connection  with  flour  and  oil 
mills,  and  the  owners  have  been  requested  to  provide  a 
secondary  way  of  escape.  The  work  in  connection  therewith 
is  now  in  progress. 


Bakehouses. 

The  bakehouses  coming  under  your  control  have  been 
kept  under  a  systematic  half-yearly  inspection.  Several 
bakehouses  have  been  greatly  improved  by  alteration  or 
reconstruction,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  glazed  brick 
linings  to  the  walls  are  coming  into  more  general  use.  Such 
walls  admit  of  more  frequent  and  thorough  cleansing  than  is 
possible  with  ordinary  brick  or  plastered  walls.  Three  or  four 
of  the  older  bakehouses  have  been  demolished  for  city  improve¬ 
ments,  and  one  or  two  others  have  been  closed  owing  to  the 
provision  of  more  modern  bakehouses  in  the  vicinity. 

Outworkers. 

The  work  done  under  this  heading  has  been  principally 
that  of  examining  the  employers’  lists  and  noting  the  changes 
of  address  of  occupiers  of  small  workshops. 

Shop  Hours  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants  Acts. 

These  Acts  have  received  a  fair  amount  of  attention,  and 
have,  for  the  most  part,  been  very  well  obeyed.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  satisfactory  tendency  to  the 
reduction  of  shop  hours  generally,  and  there  has  been  less 
desire  on  the  part  of  occupiers  to  keep  their  shops  open  during 
the  Thursday  afternoons  preceding  Bank  Holidays.  In  cases 
where  the  shops  have  been  kept  open  the  Assistants  have  been 
allowed  to  leave  business  by  4  or  5  o’clock,  thus  avoiding 
excessive  hours  of  employment  during  those  weeks. 

I  am  still  strongly  of  opinion  that  a  day’s  work  should  be 
the  limit  under  these  Acts,  and  that  all  females  should  be 
included ;  also  that  the  employment  of  school  children  in 
barbers’  shops  should  be  prohibited,  and  in  other  trades  at  any 
rate  limited. 

The  first  year’s  experience  of  the  Seats  for  Shop 
Assistants  Act  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  the  circular 
issued  by  your  Committee’s  order  at  the  end  of  the  preceding 
year  has  had  very  satisfactory  results.  The  cases  of  neglect  to 
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provide  seats  of  one  kind  or  another  have  been  comparatively 
few  indeed,  and  in  all  such  cases  seats  have  been  provided  at 
the  request  of  your  Inspector. 

The  character  of  some  of  the  fixed  seats  provided  gives 
ground  for  criticism.  Ordinary  stools  or  chairs  behind  the 
counter  are  preferred  by  the  assistants,  and  undoubtedly  are 
more  comfortable,  the  objection  to  them  being  that  they  get 
removed,  and  are  not  in  position  when  required ;  and 
although  no  complaints  have  been  received  that  the  assistants 
are  not  allowed  to  keep  such  seats  behind  the  counter,  they 
have  frequently  to  be  replaced  on  the  Inspector’s  visit.
